title  WHN  unnually  bf>nt  over  flat  on  the  vrouiid  held  down 
with  H  hooked  pill  driven  into  the  Krouiid  and  a  little  muleh 
thr>\vn  over  the  limbs  for  the  winter.  On  the  approach  of 
NKiiiiK  the  pins  were  drnv  ;  out  and  the  tree  assumed  an  U|>- 
j{l  t  position.  In  eight  years  time  the  tree  had  grown  .so 
st'.onit  we  were  unable  to  bend  them  down.  On  leaving  them 
)  ne  winter  in  an  upright  position  we  found  them  dead  or 
nearly  so  the  following  spring.  This  elosed  another  of  our 
experiemes  In  cherry  growing,  and  although  we  grew  .some  fine 
fruit  for  H  number  of  years  It  could  not  be  called  altogether  a 
sM.'ce.H.-^,  s(»  we  decided  to  dl»coiti"ue  further  planting  in  this 
manner. 

In  1891  we  heard  of  a  number  of  hardy  varieties  .if  cherry 
trees  that  had  been  Introduced  to  tne  States  from  Northern 
Russia,  and  from  the  Introdu  .'r  Prof.  J.  \..  Budd  of  Ames.Iowa. 
we  received  and  pla.  ted  oat  the  following  varieties:  Bessara 
bain,  23  Orel,  Sklanka  and  Shublanca.  to  those  were  adde<i 
from  Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa  such  hardy  North  Ger- 
man varieties  as  Cerise  De  Osthelm.  Lutooka  and  L'*haur  W  'i- 
rlisel.  For  a  few  years  these  varietie  grew  well  and  to  all  appear 
ance  were  fairly  hardy  in  tree,  and  we  were  in  hopes  something 
valuable  and  suitable  for  our  extreme  conditions  had  at  last 
been  found.  In  due  time  the  trees  attained  sufficient  size  to 
form  fruit  buds  In  abundance  but  no  blossom  ever  appeared. 
In  brief  the  conclusi  n  was  reached,  that  while  the  trees  were 
hardy  enough  the  fruit  buds  were  not.  a. id  that  no  fruit  ever 
woul'i  be  raised  from  them,  so  about  the  year  lt<98  all  were 
consigned  to  that  T  iphet  of  so  many  blasted  hopes  the  "Brush 
I'lle.'  But  still  we  had  faith  in  the  possibilities  of  cherry 
growing  in  Manitoba.  From  a  friend  (n  Minnesota  we  learned  of 
a  very  hardy  and  prolific  variety,  known  as  the  Homer  Cherry, 
which  had  been  extensively  and  successfully  cultivated  in 
that  state  for  over  forty  year  Eight  trees  of  this  variety  were 
received  and  planted  out  in  most  favorable  location  with  every 
hopes  of  sueei'ss  as  this  variety  was  said  to  be  the  hardiest  and 
best  that  was  to  he  found  in  Minnisota.  they  lingered  a  while 
with  us.  but  their  'nme  here  was  short  and  finally  they  aJso 
went  up  in  smoke.  But  still  we  had  every  hopes  of  the  ultimate 
•iucccss  of  cherry  growing  In  our  pro.ince.  In  1S!»!»  we  heard  of 
11  Mr.  Kud,«<):i  of  Sjiringfleld,  Minn.,  who  had  originated  a  fruit 
which  he  had  named  the  Compass  Cherry,  as  .soon  as  trees  were 
Hvailabl(>  we  received  two  from  the  originator,  one  of  these  died 
the  other  lived,  and  is  living  yet,  and  bearing  good  crops  of 
fruit.    As  this  cherry  has  evidently  come  to  stay  a  more  ex

Tokejra.  A  cross  between  the  Sand  Cherry  and  a  Chinese 
Apricot  Plum,  first  fruit  l!«i!i,  the  fruit  this  year  was  over  an 
inch  in  diameter,  color  dark  red,  ilesh  Kieeii,  of  fine  (|uality, 
pit  very  .small,  fruit  ripe  September  7th. 

This  completes  the  list  of  crossbred  clu-rries  tluit  have  uj> 
to  tiic  presfnt  fruited  In  our  orchard,  but  there  are  a  nuiiibei 
of  others  that  are  promising  that  liave  not  yot  fruited,  ft  will 
be  noticed  that  some  of  the  varieties  of  the  erossbreds  men 
tloned  have  l)ee*i  bearing  since  IIM)!)  these  we  lc'»k  upon  ai- 
beluK  <tuite  hardy  with  u.s,  while  those  that  hav  ,niy  l)orne 
one  crop,  altliouKh  tlu'  trees  apftear  to  be  (Ulte  i.uidy.  siioulfl 
iiave  further  trial  licforc  pronounciuK  definitely  on  their  merits 
as  to  iiardincss  of  tree,  aithouKii  the  fruit  is  excellent.  We  have 
l-een  fruitinu  for  a  number  of  years  selected  types  of  the  Wild 
Sand  Clierry,  sometimes  knowi>  as  tiie  liocky  Mountain  Cherry. 
'I'lie  bush  Is  ((uite  hardy,  and  annually  bears  heavy  crops  ot 
black  cherries  of  medium  ((uality  .-lultable  forcanniiiK.  The  I,ake 
ilacikal  Cherry  from  Siberia,  a  .Japanese  Clierry  is  al.so  entirely 
liardy  in  tree  with  us,  hut  as  tliey  have  not  yet  came  Into 
bearing  we  cannot  ju<l>;c  of  the  merit.s  of  the  fruit. 

This  finishes  our  rambling  paper  on  our  experiences  in 
cndea' ouring  to  grow  Cherries  in  Manitoba,  and  in  tlic  fulness 
of  time  we  think  we  will  be  able  to  grow  this  delicious  fruit  in 
abundance  and  also  plums  and  apples.  And  in  closing  let  me 
>uggest  to  the  man   possesing  a  suitable  location  t«)  plant  u
